Christmas packages for 
the 2% million or more American 
soldiers who will be in ‘France during 
the holiday season will be delivered 
under an arrangement with the Red 
Cross War Department. In order to 
control the flood of gifts, only one 
parcel will be accepted for one m&n 
General Pershing is forwarding cou 
pons bearing the name .and address 
of each member of the expeditionary 
force to be distributed to the next of 
kin. These coupons must be attached 
to standard boxes, 9x4 inches in siz 
which will be provided by local Red 


Cross chapters upon application. All 
packages must be mailed before 
November 16th People residing in 


Canada who desire to send parcels to 
American soldiers in the expeditionary 
force in France might be able to 
obtain more explicit information from 
a local Red Cross chapter in Canada, 
although, according to the instruction 
I believe that they would expedite 
matters by writing direct to a Red 
Cross chapter in the States in any of 
the large cities and obtain the neces- 
sary information on the above sub-

There has been no let-up in the spread of the influenza epidemic, 
nor do the city medical and health authorities look for any abate- 
ment. but rather that the situation is likely to grow worse. 

In every instance, say the health authorities, where a city has 
been attacked by the disease there has been a period when it appeared 
| that the visitation would be a mild one, and the citizens were congrat- 
ulating themselves accordingly, when the disease almost immediately 
increased in violence. Therefore, say the authorities, no preventive 
measures should be neglected, nor should their use be slackened. 


Masks For City Employees 


On Tuesday morning an order was issued by the City Commis- 
sioners that all city hall employees were to use gauze masks while at 
work, and the order was put in effect as quickly as the masks could 


be procured. 

The city offiicials strongly urge upon the public in general that 
the gauze mask should be universally adopted, as it is said to be tho 
only preventive that is considered to be at all reliable.

Mennonites are expressly inelud- 
ed) are absolutely free and ¢x- 
empted by the law of Canada from 
military duty or service either in 
time of peace or war.”’ 

The statute to which reference 
is here made was passed in 1867. 
The Russian Mennonites, taking no 
chances, sent a delegation to in- 
vestigate and study conditions in 
Canada, This delegation had an 
interview with the Canadian Gov- 
ernment, explaining that if the 
Mennonites came into Canada they 
must be exempt from military 
service beyond any question, and 
also that they were used to con- 
ducting their own schools and 
would like to enjoy the same priv- 
ilege in this country. 

To clear up any uncertainty in 
the matter these representations 
were responded to by an order in 
council passed on July 28rd, 1873, 
which reads in part as follows: 


“An entire exemption from 
military service is by law and 
order-in-council granted to the 


denomination of Christians called 
Mennonites.’’ 

‘The fullest privilege to exercise 
their religious principles is by law 
afforded to the Mennonites with- 
out any kind of molestation or re- 
striction whatever; and the same 
privilege extends to the education | 
of their children in their schools."’ 

Preferential treatment is thus} 
granted to the Mennonites, it will | 
be noted, in two distinct particu-| 
lars: first, they are exempt from 
military service; second, they are | 
given the ‘‘fullest privilege’’ as 
‘to the education of their children 
in their schools,’’ without restric- 
tion. 

The incoming Mennonites from 
the United States were assured of 
military exemption in accord with 
this order before they came. It is 
to be presumed that if the order-| 
in-council of 1873 holds in their 
case as regards military service, 
an attempt will be made to set up 
the claim that it holds equally in 
regard to the privilege of educat- 
ing their children in _ separate 
schools—which claim is being 
made by the Mennonites now in 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan, in | 
both of which provinces the pro- 
vincial governments have had to 
institute drastic proceedings to 
|make them send their children to

The twenty-five striking freight | 
handlers in Edmonton went to, 
work Wednesday as a result of the | 
strike settlement. Everyone will 
be glad that the strike is settled, 
for Canada was on the brink of 
general industrial war.
